INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1988,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These 
financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  Town  officials. 
Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial 
statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and 
perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether 
the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An 
audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting 
the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An 
audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and 
significant  estimates  made  by  Town  officials,  as  well  as 
evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We 
believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our 
opinion . 

As  more  fully  described  in  Note  1,  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the 
financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group 
which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.  The  amount  that  should  be  included  in  the 
General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

As  described  in  Note  1,  the  Town  has  recognized  tax  revenues 
of  $21,846  in  the  General  Fund  and  $146,200  in  the  Property  Tax 
Agency  Fund  which  were  not  received  in  cash  within  sixty  days  of 
year  end  as  is  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  (GASB  Interpretation  3).  Town  officials  believe,  and 
we  concur,  that  the  application  of  this  accounting  principle, 
which  would  result  in  a  decrease  in  the  General  Fund  balance  to 
$254,423,  would  give  a  misleading  impression  of  the  Town's 
ability  to  meet  its  current  and  future  obligations. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  omission  of  the  financial 
statements  described  in  the  third  paragraph,  the  general  purpose 
financial   statements   referred  to  above  present   fairly   in   all 
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material  respects  the  financial  position  of  the  fund  types  and 
account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire  at  December 
31,  1988  and  the  results  of  operations  and  changes  in  financial 
position  of  its  proprietary  fund  types  for  the  year  then  ended, 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The 
supplemental  and  supplementary  schedules  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and 
are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire.  Such 
information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied 
in  the  examination  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in 
relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a 
whole.

I  am  very  proud  to  say  that  since  our  last  town  meeting,  we 
have  lost  no  personnel  and  the  Officers  work  in  ccnplete 
harmony  in  much  better  working  conditions. 

I  must  say  that  coming  frcm  a  much  larger  department  to  a 
smaller  one,  I  expected  it  to  be  difficult,  but  instead  found 
good  hard  working,  knowledgeable  Officers  within  the  employ- 
ment of  the  Hinsdale  Police  Departmont  and  I  feel  completely 
ccmfortable  in  m/   surroundings.
